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From the NUT Tree, 
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‘As we're all starting a new year in collecting (whether it be tokens, 
coins, dolls, bottles or what-have-you), I feel perhaps we should take a good 
look at what we expect from this hobby of COLI.ECTING. We need to know WHAT we 
want, and HOW MUCH we are willing to pay for each item. No two minds have ever 
been completely in tune on this (or on any other subject) since one thinks of the 


value of a certain item as "so much" while the other may be thinking of a totally 
different figure. As we all know, THIS is where a lot of arguments can start. 


In the current edition of Campbell's "TOKENS OF UTAH" (pages 28,29,30) all 
conditions and grades have been noted for reference based on the author's experience 
at the time. In talking to the author a few days ago, only the three grades with 
prices are of value. The prices indicated are those actually paid for these grades. 
Future editions will probably have reference made only to the three grades now being 
used as the author feels that more grades would profit only the dealers and not the 
hobby. My personal feeling is that Harry is 100% right. This is a wonderful hobby 
and I really enjoy it---let's not ruin it with more grades than are necessary. 


Among my many publications, only the U. S. coins have more than 3 or 4 grades. 
For tokens, let's stick with the author of the only definitive book on Utah tokens. 
This makes sense to me since we all know that not even the dealers agree on or grade 
everything the same and I KNOW, for sure, that we laymen cannot. 


With regard to the cleaning or not cleaning of tokens, at a recent show, I was 
told by a dealer that a cleaned token was "just about worthless" (he wanted to BUY 
the token cheaper than I valued it.) Yet, another dealer cleans HIS tokens and it's 
okay! To me this simply means that the first dealer wanted to "buy cheap and sell 
high."' Now I don't mind dealers making a profit (after all, it IS their livelihood) 
but I hate it when they start this unrealistic grading to boost profits and try to 
make fools of us. 


Personally, I have always gone on the assumption that if one wishes to trade, 
sell or buy, both parties should agree fully so neither can complain later since they 
would have only themselves to blame! Read the book, understand the grades, check the 
prices and check around for the best deal, then trade or buy but ALWAYS REMEMBER this 
is a hobby not a matter of life or death! There are many good people in it and let's 
keep it that way! 


Whenever and wherever you purchase your next token, BE HAPPY. Agree on a price 
(even if its more than others think it is worth). If YOU think it is a fair price for 
YOU, then buy it. It's no one else's business what you pay for things. 


Just remember these few things: 


1. KNOW the item wanted. 

2. AGREE on a grade--we have 3 to choose from with 8 different levels. 
3. AGREE on a price. 

4. PURCHASE it. 

5. TREASURE it and ENJOY it and, above all, BE HAPPY IN YOUR HOBBY.

Lincoln who came from 
the other end of the scale with respect to social position and wealth was also considered 
extremely honest. So much so that some of the stories children stil] tell about him are 
about the long walking trips to return only a tiny amount of money, Or when he worked for 
a long time to repay the cost of a book he had borrowed which unfortunately got wet from 
the snow coming in the cracks of the cabin. He felt responsible so not havin 
paid for it with work{None of 7 ese things are new--but perhaps the next time you look at 
a penny or a quarter, you'll take a moment fo study the faces of the men so honored.
